REPERCUSSION 

At Magelang, Central Java, 
seven hundred Indian Gurkhas 
were fighting to put down an- 
other uprising described by Bni- 
tish sources as an “unfortun- 
ate repercusasion” of the Soera- 
baya incident.

NO RESTRICTIONS 

In answer to a question as to 
whether any restrictions had 
been placed on Soekarno — be- 
cause of General Christison’s 
statement that he held Soekarne 
responsible for the serious up- 
rising, the offleial spokesman 
answered in the negative, 

“On the contrary” the spokes- 
man said, “‘Soekarno is the 
only man these extremists will 
listen to. He is the most effec- 
tive of the Indonesian leaders 
because of his long exp” rience 
and it is our intention to use 
him whenever possible.” :

attacks and seized eight big 
towns and over one hundred 
townships and villages from 
which the Communists with- 
drew “in order avoid a largu- 
scale conflict.” 

Despite the “conciliatory 
policy” of the Communists, the 
atatement. continued, Govern- 
ment forees pushed on with the 
clear intention of fighting their 
way to Peiping. 

Nevertheless, all railroad sta- 
tions between Tzehesien in 
Southern Hopei and Shihchia- 
chuang, important railway junc- 
tion, were in the hands of the 
Communists, 

ANYANG MOVE 

The statement asserted that 
one regiment of Government 
troops was transported by air 
from Chengchow at the junction 
of the Peiping, Hankow and 
Lunghai ratlroads to relieve the 
puppet forces at Anyang in 
North Hunan, one of the towns 
from which the communists had 
previously withdrawn. 

Government forces, the state- 
ment said, were now attacking 
the communist held railroad 
town of Hantan, North Tze- 
haien. 

The statement then dwelt on 
atrocitics alleged to have been 
committed by Government troops 
who, among other things, were 
accused of burning, skinning 
alive, burying alive and behead- 
ing sixty-one persona in one 
village. The statement added: 
“Not a few women who were 
raped committed suicide from 
shame.” 4 

The statement contrasted this 
with the alleged good behaviour 
of Communist troops withdraw- 
ing from their positions South 
of the Yangtse. They described 
the entiusiastic welcome they 
received everywhere on their 
march and how on one occasion 
they were shovvcred with food 
and gifts most of which they 
declined with thanks. 

“GENERAL OFFENSIVE” 

The statement asserted that 
the government forces in Wes- 
tern Honan began “o general 
offensive’ on October 14th. 

Fighting, it said, had beon 
Yaging ‘smce. then. with..the 
Communists resisting in self- 
defence and suffering heavy 
casualties. 

Among the successes’ which 
the Communists, listed in Eas- 


Ing operations from his Field 
Headquarters.

MONEY MANIPULATORS 


The sudden strengthening of 
the Hong Kong doilar in the 
local exchange market — 
H.K.$1 now buys N.C.$136 or 
More, as against H.W.$1 equals 
C.N.$90 a little over a week 
ago — reflects presumably a 
realisation by a group of opera. 
tors that the Hong Kong dollar 
itself is the- safest speculation. 
Partly as a result of trade 
stagnation and partly other 
causes, exchange dealing has 
assumed the character recently 
of the Colony’s most active in- 
dustry. Holders of large 
quantities of Chinese National 
Currency pouring into the Co- 
lony, noting the disparity be- 
tween local quotations for the 
U.S. Dollar and the rates pre- 
vailing in the interior of China, 
where aguin rates vary widely 
as between city and city, have 
moved swiftly to take advan- 
tage of the situation, until to- 
aay there is, or seems to be, o 
well-organised — trafic, US. 
dollars are "bought jn Hong 
Kong, exported to China, sold 
for National Currency, which is 
brought again inte Hung Kong 
for the purchase of more U.S.

We have 
many difficulties to face and we 
will need all our courage ond 
resource to overcome them and all 
our patience to await the solution 
of some whose remedy does not 
He in our own hands.

LAND TRANSPORTATION 

According to Mr..C. C. Ngan, 
chief of the Kwangtung Pro- 
vincial Highways Byrecau, _re- 
pair work {a in full swing slong 
the following trunk lines, evc- 
tions of which have now been 
optned to traffic. 

(1) The Canton-Kukong 
Highway. Two sectione—Koon 
To to Kukong, and Canton to 
Sun Kong in Chungta, Msien — 
have already been Opened to 
traffic. Ropair work on othor 
sections fs being hurried. La- 
bour and matezial are conscript- 
ed from the fisien governments 
through whose territories the 
highway runs. : 

(2) The Kukong-Hingning 
Highway. Reconstruction on 
this road is completed and cara 
are now running on its entire 
length. The road surface is 
still not level and repair work 
is being continued. 

(3) The  Canton-Kowloon 
Highway. Officials investigating 
the condition of this highway 
reported that cars can run from 
Canton to Tungpo, although tha 
cement surface {is damaged. 
Most of the bridges at Tung- 
Koon and Tungpo were destroy- 
ed. The section from Tungkoon 
to Kowloon is not safe from 
bandits yet. 

(4) The Kukong - Taiyue 
Highway. The section from 
Namhung to Siumulkwan is 
open to traffic while reconstruc- 
tion work gn the section from 
Namhung to Kukong is going 
on at top speed. 

(5) The Hingning-Swatow 
Highway. Vehicles can run from 
Meihaien to Suikow via Hing- 
ning. From Chiu-on to Swatow, 
cara can temporarily make uso 
of the former railroad track. 

(6) The Kukong-Linhsien- 
Hohsien Highway. Buses are 
now running on the Kukong and 
Lokcheung_ section.
